Rabbi  Milton  Steinberg: 

THE  DECLINE  OF  EUROPE'S  CONSCIENCE 

A  slender  volume  has  just  been  published  by  a  thoughtful  young  rabbi  of 
Chicago,  Dr.  Charles  Shulman,  with  the  title,  "Europe's  Conscience  in  Decline." 
In  his  book  Rabbi  Shulman  gives  the  evidences  of  the  deterioration  of  the 
moral  standard  of  the  western  world.  The  issues  which  Rabbi  Steinberg 
will  discuss  are:  Has  there  been  a  decline  in  the  human  conscience,  and  if 
so,  how  shall  we  account  for  it?

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FROM  OUR  PULPIT 

A  very  large  congregation  assembled  on 
Frdiay  evening,  March  10th,  to  hear  Dr.  Frank 
Kingdon,  President  of  Newark  University,  discuss 
the  theme,  "The  Advantage  of  Being  Human." 
In  a  vivid  and  stimulating  lecture  Dr.  Kingdon 
listed  man's  intelligence,  his  capacity  for  co¬ 
operation  and  sympathy  as  the  virtues  within 
man  which  compensate  him  for  the  pain  and  the 
anxiety  of  his  human  existence. 

On  Friday  evening,  March  17th,  Rabbi  Steinberg 
in  a  fascinating  review  of  Edna  Ferber's  auto¬ 
biography,  "A  Peculiar  Treasure,"  praised  the 
influence  of  Judaism  on  the  de-Judaized  Jew.  He 
pointed  out,  "even  those  who  have  maintained 
but  little  of  the  external  forms  of  the  Jewish  tra¬ 
dition  often  exhibit  the  stamp  of  Judaism  in  their 
lives;  in  an  unusual  love  of  learning,  in  a  high 
measure  of  social  idealism,  in  a  preference  for 
peace  without  violence,  in  an  urge  to  philan¬ 
thropy,  and  in  the  solidarity  of  their  family  lives. 
It  follows  therefore  that  those  who  believe  in 
these  human  traits  are  under  an  obligation  to 
help  perpetuate  the  tradition  which  stamped  them 
upon  Jews."

PARENTS  GROUP  PREPARES 
HOME  OBSERVANCE  PAMPHLETS 

The  Parents  Group  which  meets  with  Rabbi 
Steinberg  on  Sunday  mornings  has  as  a  result 
of  its  meetings  undertaken  an  interesting  project. 
It  is  planning  a  series  of  pamphlets  which  are 
to  go  to  parents,  giving  them  instructions  as  to 
how  to  observe  each  Jewish  festival  and  holiday 
so  as  to  make  the  occasion  more  meaningful  both 
to  the  parents  and  their  children.  The  leaflets 
under  preparations  include: 

A  Sabbath  Observance  leaflet,  embracing  all 

rituals  from  the  kindling  of  the  lights  to  the 

Havdalah. 

A  Chanukah  leaflet,  with  suggestions  for  the 

observance  of  that  festival. 

A  Purim  leaflet. 

A  leaflet  for  daily  prayers  and  worship. 

In  connection  wih  the  last,  a  contest  is  being 
held  throughout  the  Sunday  School.  Children 
are  being  invited  to  write  original  prayers  for 
the  early  morning  and  for  retiring  at  night.  The 
School  has  been  grouped  into  three  divisions — 
the  lowest  three  classes,  the  next  five  classes 
and  the  high  school  department.  The  Parents 
Group  will  offer  a  prize  for  the  two  best  prayers 
in  each  division.  When  the  prayers  have  been 
collected  and  edited,  they  will  constitute  the 
larger  part  of  the  daily  observance  leaflet. 

It  is  hoped  that  through  this  device  parents 
may  be  encouraged  to  cooperate  more  fully  with 
the  School  in  making  Jewish  traditional  values 
relevant  to  the  lives  of  their  children.
